And  they  went  forth)  and  preached  every 
where ,  the  Lord  working  with  themy 
and  confirming  the  TV ord  with  Signs 
following . 

HEN  our  Saviour,  at  the  i5thVerfe 
of  this  Chapter  had  given  his  Apo- 
ftles  a  general  Commifiion,  to  go 
into  all  the  World,  and  preach  the 
Gofpel  to  every  Creature ;  he  acquaints  them  at 
the  17th  and  1 8  th  with  the  Means,  by  which 
they  fhould  be  enabled  to  execute  it.  Lhefe  Signs 
Jhall  follow  them  that  believe  ;  in  my  Name  fall 
they  cajl  out  Devils  ,  they  Jhall  [peak  with  new 
\ Tongues',  they  Jhall  take  up  Serpents ,  and  if  they 
drink  any  deadly  things  it  fall  not  hurt  them  ;  they 
fijall  lay  Hands  on  the  Sick3  and  they  Jhall  recover . 
The  Text  tells  us  of  the  fulfilling  of  this  Pro- 
mife.  So  then  after  the  Lord  had Jpoken  unto  them9 
Joe  was  received  up  into  Heaven ,  and  fat  on  the 
right  Hand  of  God  ;  And  they  went  forth ,  and 
preached  every  where ;  the  Lord  working  with  them, 
and  confirming  the  Word  with  Signs  following. 

We  fee  therefore  the  Method,  by  which  the 
Goipel  was  at  fir  ft  eftablifhed  in  the  World. 
Not  by  human  Strength,  or  Skill,  but  by  the 
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Power  of  God,  manifefting  itfelf  by  Signs,  and 
Wonders  wrought  in  Confirmation  of  the  Word. 
My  Defign  is  to  fhew,  jn  what  refpedts  the  Power 
of  Miracles  was  necefiary  to  Support  the  Gcfpel 
at  fii  id cj.nd  wherein  lay  its  force,  and  vertue  to 
make  the  preaching  of  the  Apofiles,  effectual  to 
reform  a  World  throughout  over-run  with  Blind- 
nefs,  and  Corruption.  And  when  this  Point  is 
rightly  unaei flood,  we  fhall  the  more  clearly  per¬ 
ceive  toe  Reafons,  why  this  Power  is  long  fince 
ceafed,  and,  what  human  Means  are  moil  likely 
(fo  far  as  human  Means  can  go)  to  fupply  the 
'Warn  of  it,  in  perpetuating  the  Gofpel  to  future 
Ages ;  and  making  it  to  be,  what  it  was  intend¬ 
ed  to  be,  a  Means  of  Reformation  in  all,  who 
■accept,  and  embrace  it. 

i  he  Gofpel  is  the  Call  of  God  upon  Man¬ 
kind  to  Repentance,  by  the  Offers  of  Mercy  in, 
and  thro’  Jelus  the  Redeemer.  In  which  Account 
there  are  two  Things  evidently  diftinguifhable, 
rjiz.  i.  The  Doctrine  of  our  Redemption  by 
Cmiif,  Yvhicn  was  propofed  to  Mankind  by  the 
Preaching  of  theApo files.  2.  The  ultimate  End 
of  this,  the  Repentance  of  Sinners.  With  re- 
fpedt  to  the  Firfl,  it  is  manifeft,*  that  Miracles 
y  in  the  Nature  of  Evidence  j  for 
Supernatural  Truths  require  fupernatural  Proof : 
God  alone  could  declare  by  fome  [pedal  Mani- 
fefj:ation  of  himfelf,  that  it  was  his  Purpofe  to 
redeem  us  by  his  Son,  and  upon  what  Terms  his 
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Mediation  fhould  be  available  on  our  Behalf; 
for  nothing  of  all  this  appeared,  from  what  was 
known  of  God,  and  of  the  Meafures  of  his  Pro¬ 
vidence,  from  thofe  general  Notices,  which  he 
had  given  to  mankind  by  natural  Reafon.  Chrift 
therefore,  and  his  Apoftles  came  in  the  Quality 
of  fpecial  Mejfengers  from  God,  and  pleaded  the 
■Authority  of  God,  of  which  the  Miracles  which 
they  wrought,  were  the  Credentials ,  and  without 
which  they  could  have  challenged  no  fort  of  At¬ 
tention  from  the  World,  as  to  fuch  Matters  as 
thefe.  This  needs.no  farther'  Proof.  But  it  may 
well  deferve  our  Confideration  to  know,  what 
Relation  the  Power  of  Miracles  bore  to  the  fecond 
Point,  and  whether  it  was,  or  was  not  of  any 
direffi  Ufe,  towards  refcuing  Mankind  from  the 
Dominion  of  Sin,  and  bringing  them  to  Repen¬ 
tance,  and  a  new  Life. 

Now  it  is  evident  in  the  firft  Place,  that  Mi¬ 
racles  were  not  neceftary  in  the  Way  of  Evidence 
to  (hew  Men  their  Duties ,  as,  in  the  other  Cafe 
they  were  neceffary  to  fhew  them  their  Faith . 
For  there  wants  not  the  Evidence  of  Miracles  to 
prove,  that  God  is  to  be  honoured  by  his  Crea¬ 
tures  ;  that  Men  are  to  be  Juft,  Sober,  Temperate, 
and  the  like  j  Thefe  are  the  Dictates  of  that 
Law,  which  every  Man  reads  in  his  own  Breaft, 
fuppofmg  Reafon  to  be  rightly  exercifed.  All  rea- 
fonable  Men  have  feen  thefe  Things ;  all  reafon- 
ttbl e  Men  do,  and  muft  fee  them ;  nor  is  it  in  the 
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Power  of  fupernatural  Evidence  to  make  them 
plainer. 

But  when  Men  know  their  Duties,  fomething 
farther  will  be  neceflary  to  influence  their  Prac¬ 
tice.  And  in  this  refped:  Miracles,  I  apprehend, 
were  of  great  Ufe,  as  they  were  a  Means  to 
controll  Appetite,  which  is  the  Inlet  to  all  Mif- 
chief,  and  fir  ft  of  all  perverts  the  Will,  and  then 
corrupts  the  Underftanding.  St.  Paul  fpeaking  of 
the  unbelieving  Gentiles  fays,  that  they  had  their 
Underjlandiug  darkened ,  —  through  the  Ignorance , 
that  was  in  them ,  becaufe  of  the  Hardnefs  of  their 
Hearts.  And  whence  came  this  ?  Why  from  the 
Power  of  fleflily  Appetite.  For  (as  it  prefently 
follows)  they  had  given  themfelves  over  unto  LaJ- 
civioufnefs ,  tQ  work  all  Uncle annej’s  with  greedinefs , 
Eph.  iv.  1 8,  \g.  This  was  the  general  Caufe  of 
Corruption  in  the  Heathen  World.  Attending 
(like  Brutes)  to  the  Things  before  them,  and  not 
having  God  in  all  their  Thoughts ,  they  funk  below 
themfelves,  and  were  filed  with  all  Unrighteoufi- 
nefs ,  till  at  lafl:  they  became ,  as  vain  in  their  Ima¬ 
ginations ,  as  they  were  wicked  in  their  Works, 
and  changed  the  Glory  of  the  uncorruptible  God, 
into  an  Image  made  like  to  corruptible  Man ,  and 
to  Birds,  and  four  footed  Bea/ls,  and  creeping  Things, 
Rom.  i.  23.  It  is  evident  from  thefe  Words,  that 
the  Angle  Thing  wanting  to  enlighten  the  Under¬ 
ftanding,  was  to  reform  the  Heart;  and  that  to  this 
End  nothing  more  was  neceflary,  than  to  awaken 
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them  into  a  true  Senfe  of  God,  whom  they  had 
well  nigh  forgotten.  And  what  was  fo  proper 
!  to  effedt  this,  as  fuch  i nfible  Inftances  of  his  Power, 
and  Prefence  among  them,  as  Miracles  were  ? 
When  Paul  (with  Barnabas)  had  cured  the  Lame 
Man  at  Lyftra ,  the  People  no  fooner  faw  the 
Work,  than  they  cryed  out,  The  Gods  are  come 
down  to  us  in  the  Likenefs  of  Men ;  obferve  now 
the  Effects  of  this  Perfwafion.  They  brought 
Oxen ,  and  Garlands ,  and  would  have  done  Sacrifice  5 
and  by  all  that  Paul ,  and  Barnabas  could  fay, 
fcarce  were  they  refrained ,  Adis  xiv.  1 1,  &c.  Their 
Devotion  w^as  ill  placed,  but  no  doubt  it  was 
fincere  ;  for  when  God  is  prefent,  how  fhall  not 
finful  Man  be  afraid  ?  ’Tis  true,  God  is  prefent 
every  where,  and  at  all  Times,  by  the  Works  of 
his  Providence.  The  Sun,  which  warms,  and 
enlightens  the  Earth ;  The  Moon,  and  the  Stars 
which  garnifh  the  Heavens ;  The  Rain,  and  the 
fruitful  Seafons ;  Ourfelves,  and  all,  that  we  fee 
about  us,  are  the  Heralds,  which  proclaim  his 
Power,  and  Prefence  among  us.  And  when  we 
fee  the  Power  of  God,  we  fee  all,  that  is  to  be 
feen  of  him,  for  he  is  a  Spirit ,  and  we  cannot 
fee  him  othcrwife,  than  by  his  Power,  and  Opera¬ 
tions.  Why  th( 
to  offend  ?  Vfhj 
if  Men  are  wif 
Men  overlook 
common,  and  f 
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which  there  was  great  Wifdom  as  well  as  Good- 


nefs 


Servants,  who,  tho’  they  know  their  Place  in  the 
Family,  and  what  the  Matter  expedts  from  them, 
yet  negledt  their  Bufinefs,  and  will  never  be 
brought  to  order,  till  by  fome  Jpecial  Adt  of  his 
Authority  the  Matter  gives  them  to  underttand, 
that  he  takes  Notice  of  and  will  punifh  their 
ill  Behaviour.  Miracles  have  the  Nature  of  a 
Jpecial  Call;  and  all  Men,  who  fee  the  .Hand  of 
God  in  the  Works,  will  naturally  underttand 
themfelves,  as  admonified  to  take  Notice  of  them 
at  their  Perils ;  which  is  the  Meaning  of  what 
St.  Paul  fays,  Adis  xvii.  30.  And  the  "Times  of  this 
Ignorance  God  winked  at ,  but  now  commandeih  all 
Men  every  where  to  repent.  God  rs  faid  to  have 
winked  at  thofe  Times  of  Ignorance,  not  becaufe 
he  at  any  Time  approved ,  or  was  pleajed  with  the  ’ 
Vices,  and  the  Follies  of  Mankind ;  but  he 
winked ,  as  a  Matter  doth,  when  he  will  not  hear 
the  Faults  of  his  Servant,  whom  for  Reafons  of 
Prudence  he  does  not  think  fit  to  rebuke.  But 
God’s  Call  by  the  Gofpel  was  a  Rebuke  to  Sin¬ 
ners,  and  Miracles  were  the  Evidence  of  it,  juft 
as  the  ordinary  Works  of  Nature  are  the  Evi¬ 
dence  of  that  general  Authority,  which  he  chal- 
lengeth  over  us,  as  the  Creator,  and  Governor  of  , 
the  World.  ] 

You  fee  then,  that  Miracles  were  an  Applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Fears  of  Men  as  under  the  Jpecial  * 
Notice  of  God,  and  liable  to  his  Corredtion ;  in  $ 
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nefs.  For  when  Reafon  has  loft  its  Sway  (which 
was  the  Cafe  here)  there  is  but  one  Way  left  to 
govern  Men,  which  is  by  fetting  Paftion  againft 
Paflion,  the  Stronger  againft  the  Weaker,  which 
Experience  {hews  us,  will  do  in  many  Cafes, 
where  nothing  elfe  will.  Covetouinefs  will  make 
a  fottifh  Man  fobg‘,  and  temperate ;  and  Pride 
the  Niggard  open,  and  generous.  But  Fear  is  a 
Paflion  of  univerfal  Extent,  and  the  Fear  of  God 
is  the  Strongeft  of  all  Fears ;  and  where  it  takes 
deep  rooting,  will  undermine,  and  overturn  every 
ftrong  hold  of  Sin.  For  it  is  the  Fear  of  infi¬ 
nite  Wifdom,  and  of  infinite  Power ;  the  Fear  of 
him,  who  perfectly  underftandeth,  what  we  are ; 
who  fcanneth  all  our  ways,  and  feeth  all  our 
backflidings,  and  is  able  to  puniih  us  for  ever. 

It  was  this,  that  gave  the  Apoftles  the  Advan¬ 
tage  over  the  beft,  and  wifeft  of  the  Heathen 
Philofophers.  Socrates  and  Plato  were  good  Mo- 
ralifts,  and  fo  were  many  more.  They  could 
{hew  Men,  what  is  Right,  and  what  is  Wrong, 
and  for  the  moft  Part  fo  they  did.  But  they 
could  not  {hake  Terror  over  the  Heads  of  Sinners, 
nor  bring  God,  as  it  were  down  from  Heaven,  to 
give  his  San&ion  to  their  Inftrudtions.  This  was 
the  great  Thing  wanting  ;  and  if  God  had  not 
thought  fit  thus  to  interpofe,  the  whole  World 
would  have  lain  under  Barknefs  to  this  Day.  But 
you  will  obferve,  that  this  Method  ufeful,  and 
necefiary,  as  it  was  in  its  Time,  and  Seafon,  was 
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not  in  the  very  Nature  of  it  fit  to  be  made  com¬ 

mon,  and  familiar.  Miracles  are  proper  for  great 
Emergencies,  when  the  Ends  of  Providence,  and 
the  Wants  of  Men  cannot  be  ferved  by  common 
Means.  But  when  thefe  Purpofes  are  anfwered, 
the  World  muft  be  left  again  to  common  means  ; 
tor  a  wife  Providence  can  do  nothing  Superfluous, 
nothing  in  Vain.  And  this  was,  and  is  the  Cafe 
in  Fa  eft.  For  when  God  withdrew  the  Power  of 
Miracles  from  the  Church  (which  he  foon  did) 
this  was  leaving  Religion  to  be  carried  on  by 
human  Means ;  And  this  mutt  be  underftood,  as 
a  Call  upon  Mankind,  to  fet  forward  the  Work 
of  Religion,  by  the  reafonable,  and  proper  Me¬ 
thods  of  human  Skill,  and  Wifdom.  For  you 
will  not  fay,  I  prefume,  that  it  was  the  Intention 
of  Providence,  that  when  Miracles  ceafed,  there 
fliould  be  an  End  of  Religion  too.  It  will  be 
fit  therefore  to  confider,  what  are  thofe  reafon¬ 
able  Methods  of  carrying  on  Religion,  to  which 
human  Prudence  directs  us.  The  Subject  is  of 
large  Extent,  and  therefore  I  fhall  only  touch 
upon  a  few  general  Points. 

As  a  Foundation  for  all  then  let  it  be  obferved, 

I*  That  the  Chriflian  Pra<ftice  is  fupported  by 
the  Chriflian  Faith;  and  that  as  the  Miracles 
wrought  by  Chrift,  and  his  Apoftles  are  the 
Ground- woik  of  our  Faith;  fo  there  ought  al¬ 
ways  to  be  a  reafonable  Evidence  conftantly  fub- 
fifling,  and  publicity  known,  that  fuch  Miracles 


were

were  wrought.  For  if  we  cannot  {hew,  that 
Chrifl,  and  his  Apoftles  wrought  Miracles,  we 
cannot  prove  their  Million  from  God  ;  and  Faith 
will  have  nothing,  whereupon  to  reft.  But  this" 
the  Providence  of  God  hath  taken  Care  of  for 
us,  bv  providing  us  with  the  Scriptures,  which 
are  a  "credible  Evidence  to  us,  as  they  will  be  to 
all  fucceeding  Generations  of  Men,  that  the 
Chriftian  Faith  was  once  confirmed  by  Miracles  i 
which  is  as  good  a  Proof  of  Chrift’s  Million,  as 
a  Series  of  Miracles  perpetually  fubfifting  in  the 
Church  would  have  been;  for  what  God  once 
confirms  to  us,  by  fetting  to  it  the  Seal  of  his 
Authority,  may  as  fecurely  be  relied  on,  as  what 
is  fo  confirmed  to  us  a  Hundred,  or  a  Thoufand 
Times  over.  The  Scriptures,  as  to  their  Origin , 
and  Authority ,  are  Divine.  But  in  the  Ufe  of 
them  we  are  left  to  human  Skill,  and  Prudence  : 
And  what  has  the  Wifdom  of  the  Church  of 
Rome  direded  her  to  in  this  Cafe?  Why  not  to" 
fend  Men  to  the  Scriptures  for  Inftrudion,  but 
to  deny  the  Ufe  of  them,  which  in  efted  is  ta¬ 
king  from  them  the  proper  Evidences  of  their 
Faith,  and  leaving  their  whole  Religion,  as  Chri- 
ftians  to  reft,  not  upon  the  Authority  of  God, 
but  upon  the  Authority  of  Men.  And  tins  is 
fo  much  the  Worfe,  becaufe  the  Scriptures  are 
the  Standard  of  our  Faith,*  as  well  as  the  Evi¬ 


dence  of  it.  For  the  new  Teftament  is  not  a  If 
mereHiftory  of  Miracles,  but  a  Syftem  of  Doo 
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trines ;  thofe  very  Dodrines,  which  Chrift  taught, 
and  in  Confirmation  of  which  God  gave  the  Evi¬ 
dence  of  Miracles.  Were  it  not  for  this  Provi- 
fion,  we  fhould  by  this  Time  have  been  at  a  Lofs 
to  know,  as  w^Il  what  to  believe,  as  why  to  be¬ 
lieve;  but  Faith  built  upon  this  Foundation  is 
both  fare,  and  JiedfaJl ;  not,  as  if  the  Scriptures 
were  an  infallible  Means  to  bring  Men  to  a"  right 
Faith.  God  is  infallible,  and  what  he  fays  in 
his  Word  muft  be  true;  but  Men  are  fallible,  and 
may  think,  they  read  there,  what  he  hath  not 
faid ;  or  tnro  a  carnal  Mind  obtrude  that  upon 
others,  as  the  Scripture  Faith,  which  they  do  not 
believe  themfelves.  No  Means  can  infallibly  at¬ 
tain  its  End,  where  much  is  left  (as  much  in  this 
cafe  always  muft  be  left)  to  depend  upon  the 
Tempers,  and  Difpofitions  of  Men.  Even  in  the 
Apoftles  Times  Men  arofe ,  who  fpake  perverfe 
Things ;  and  if  this  was  the  Cafe  under  living  Wit- 
neffes ,  how  fhall  a  dead  Evidence  avail  more  ?  The 
Scriptures  will  make  us  wife  to  Salvation ,  if  we 
ufe  them  wifely ;  but  weak  Men  may  mif-inter- 
pret  them,  and  bad  ones  may  pervert  them,  as 
they  have  ever  done,  and  as  they  Fill  do  to  this 
Day.  But  to  prevent  Mifchiefs  of  this  Sort,  fo 
far  as  human  Aids  could  go,  it  was, 

2.  That  Chrift  hath  appointed  a  Banding  Mi¬ 
nify  in  his  Church;  fettled  at  firft  by  divine 
Diredion,  but  left  afterwards  (as  all  other  Mat¬ 
ters  relating  to  the  Government  of  the  Church 
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were  left)  to  be  conducted  by  human  Wifdom. 
And  what  fays  common  Prudence  in  this  Cafe  ? 
Why,  that  the  Work  of  the  Minifiry  fhould  be 
committed  to  the  Hands  of  thofe,  and  of  thofe 
only ,  who  are  duly  qualified  for  it.  For  St.  Paul 
fpoke  but  the  common  Senfe  of  a  Man,  when  he 
faid  to-  Pimothy ,  the  Things  which  thou  haft  heard 
of  me  —  the  fame  commit  thou  to  faithful  Men 
who  fall  be  able  to  teach  others  alfo ,  2  cT'i?n.  ii.  2. 
In  the  Days  of  the  Apoftles  the  holy  Spirit  by  his 
extraordinary  Illumination,  fuperfeded  all  ufe  of 
human  Accomplifhments ;  and  whilfl  he  was 
their  Mouth ,  and  their  Wifdom  all  Inftruments  were 
alike.  Learned,  or  unlearned  could  make  no  Dif¬ 
ference  ;  they  were  only  faithfully  to  deliver,  what 
they  had  received.  But  now,  that  there  is  an  End 
of  Infpiration,  and  of  all  oral  Inftrudion  from 
infpired  Men,  and  we  have  nothing  to  truff  to, 
but  the  Records  of  the  Dodrines,  delivered  by 
them  (which  length  of  Time  will  naturally  fub- 
jed  to  Difficulties,  and  Difputes)  Learning,  and 
Skill  are  neceffary  both  to  jiffiify  their  Authority, 
and  to  afcertain  their  Meaning ;  and  if  the  Clergy 
are  not  competently  qualified  for  thefe  Things, 
how  fhall  the  People  know  better?  But  this  is 
not  all.  For 

3.  As  Faith  without  Pradice  is  nothing  worth, 
Care  muff  be  taken  to  bring  Men  to  the  Obe¬ 
dience  of  the  Gofpel.  And  here  (befides  the 
Labour  of  the  Clergy)  the  Laws  of  Civil  Society 

will 
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will  have  great  force;  both  as  they  may  help  to 
fet  forward  the  Work  of  IndruCtion,  and  be  a 
Curb  upon  fenfual  Appetite,  by  which  the  bed 
Inductions  are  oft-times  made  ineffectual.  Chrift 
indeed  hath  no  where  commanded  the  Civil  Ma- 
gidrate  to  protect  his  Religion.  There  is  this 
Reafon  to  drew,  that  it  was  not  proper  for  him 
to  give  any.fuch  IndruCtions;  that  for  the  greater 
Confirmation  of  the  Faith,  the  Wifdom  of  God 
had  determined,  that  for  fome  Ages  yet  to  come, 
die  Gofpel  fhould  make  its  way  not  only  without 
the  Aids  of  human  Power,  but  againfi  all  the 
Efforts  of  it.  There  is  this  to  diew,  that  fuch  * 
IndruCtions  were  not  necejjary ,  that  when  it 
fhould  become  feafonable  for  the  Civil  Magidrate 
to  interpofe  (  that  is,  when  the  Power  of  the 
World  fhould  be  converted  unto  Chrid)  he  would 
immediately  fall  under  the  common  Obligation, 
which  lies  upon  all  Men  to  take  Care  of  Reli¬ 
gion  :  and  that  it  is  a  Method,  which  human 
Prudence  would  naturally  fugged  :  For  all  Men 
mud  fee,  and  feel,  that  Mankind,  are  not  to  be 
kept  right  by  mere  dint  of  Argument,  and  Per- 
fwafion.  No  Man  fhould  have  a  Religion  forced 
upon  him,  which  he  does  not  like ;  and  yet,  if 
the  whole  fhould  be  left  to  the  Ingenuity  of  our 
Tempers,  without  any  prefent  Application  to  our 
Hopes  or  to  our  Fears ,  every  Thing  would  run 
into  Confufion.  Our  fird  Reformers  were  fenfible 
of  this,  and  therefore  when  they  had  cleared  Re- 


ligion  from  the  Rubbifh  of  Popery,  and  had  new 
model’d  our  Church  Polity,  as  near  as  might  be 
upon  the  primitive  Plan,  they  fo  wrapt  it  up  in 
our  civil  Conftitution,  as  to  make  it  every  Man’s 
Interefl ,  as  well  as  it  was  his  Duty ,  to  fubmit  to 
this  new  Settlement.  The  Event  juftified  the 
Wifdom  of  this  proceeding.  The  Reformation 
grew,  and  flourifhed  (not,  in  appearance  and  out¬ 
ward  ProfeJJion  only,  but)  in  all  the  Power  and 
Vertue  of  Religion,  whrlft  thro’  the  Protection, 
and  Encouragement  of  our  Laws,  our  Youth 
were  trained  up  in  found  Principles,  and  the  Ripe, 
*  and  the  Aged  were  accuftomed  to  a  fober,  de¬ 
cent,  and  manly  Worfhip.  In  the  Times  of  Po¬ 
pery  Religion  was  made  to  reft  in  Forms,  and 
in  Shadows :  In  telling  of  JBeads,  and  in  cold  and 
lifelefs  Repetitions  of  Prayers,  and  Maftes ;  in 
erodings,  and  in  fprinklings  ;  in  ftated  Confeftion, 
and  Abfolutions;  in  abftaining  from  Meats,  which 
God  hath  fanCtified  ;  in  renouncing  Marriage, 
which  he  hath  honoured  5  in  dreding  up  Images, 
and  Shrines,  and  —  I  know  not  what.  Is  there 
now  a  Man  of  common  Senfe  among  us,  that 
does  not  fee  the  Folly  of  thefe  Things  ?  Yes, 
we  are  all  of  us  enough  convinced  of  the  Cor¬ 
ruptions  of  the  Church  of  Rome ;  which  is  an 
Evidence  beyc

A  Sermon  before  the  Society 

* 

Errors,  and  Abufes  of  Popery,  it  was  abfolutely 
neceftary  to  lay  open  the  Scriptures  to  private  Ufe  ; 
and  to  leave  every  Man  to  confider,  and  judge 
for  himfelf.  And  though  all  proper  Care  was 
taken  to  dire 61  private  Judgment,  yet,  becaufe 
no  force  was  laid  upon  private  Judgment,  (as  in¬ 
deed  there  ought  to  be  none)  the  Scriptures  have 
been  made  the  Occafion  of  fetting  up  various 
$y  (terns  of  Religion,  to  the  great  Breach  of  Peace, 
and  Chriftian  Charity,  and  to  the  Difgrace  of  the 
Gofpel  itfelf.  For  many,  obferving  thefe  eternal 
wranglings  about  the  Scriptures,  began  to  pay  lefs 
Regard  to  them,  and  to  have  recourfe  to  natu¬ 
ral  Light ,  as  to  a  furer  Guide.  And  when  once 
Reafon  was  treated,  as  the  Sovereign  Rule  in  all 
Cafes,  every  Thing  grew  into  Contempt,  that 
F^eafon  could  not  fathom.  It  is  thus,  that  the 
great  My  fiery  of  our  Redemption  by  ChrilF  has 
been  (truck  out  of  our  Creed  by  Men  pretending 
to  be  Wife.  Thus,  that  Chriftianity  in  the  Grofs 
has  been  traduced  as  a  Fraud,  ( Pious  at  bejl)  by 
Men  pretending  to  be  yet  wifer ;  who  faw  (or 
thought  they  faw)  that  there  could  be  no  ufe  of 
Revelation ,  when  natural  Light  was  to  all  Intents, 
and  Purpofes  fufficient  without  it. 

By  fuch  Steps  have  thofc  Means,  by  which 
Providence  intended  to  reftore  Chriftianity,  ferved, 
as  Inflmments  to  turn  Chriftianity  out  of  Doors; 
the  Conlequeiice  of  which  hath  been,  a  Dis¬ 
regard  to  all  publick  Rule. and  Order  in  Religion  j 

negledt' 
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negledt  of  God’s  publick  Worfhip:  Profanation 
of  the  Sacrament,  and  all  holy  Seafons ;  which, 
inftead  of  mending  the  Morals  of  Mankind  (as 
fome  have  vainly  boafted)  has  introduced  a  ge¬ 
neral  Decay  of  Vertue,  and  common  Honefty. 
How  fhould  it  otherwife  be  ?  When  Men  believe 
Chriftianity,  and  are  ferious  in  the  Profeftion  of 
it,  they  have  a  Rule  of  Life  before  them,  which 
(howfoever  they  may  differ,  as  to  fome  do&rinal 
Points)  they  cannot  miftake  ;  and  are  under  con- 
ftant  Calls,  and  Admonitions  to  Vertue.  They 
cannot  receive  the  holy  Sacrament ;  they  cannot 
joyn  in  publick  Worfhip ;  they  cannot  hear,  or 
read  God’s  Word,  and  not  meet  with  thofe  Checks, 
and  Rebukes,  that  will  touch  the  Confcience,  and 
put  them  upon  fome  ferious  Reflexions.  But 
when  they  remove  themfelves  out  of  the  Way 
of  thefe  Helps,  they  quickly  grow  carelefs,  and 
forgetful ;  and  when  they  become  bad  in  Prac¬ 
tice,  they  grow  bad  upon  Principle  too,  their  Rea- 
fons  bending,  and  giving  way  to  their  corrupt 
Inclinations,  and  glorying  over  the  moft  crimi¬ 
nal  A&ions,  to  make  them  pafs  for  innocent,  and 
harmlefs  Things.  All  we  are  to  infer  from  hence 
is,  that  human  Means  have  their  certain  Periods, 
beyond  which  they  cannot  go.  Miracles  were 
neceffary  at  firfl  to  plant  Chriftianity  in  the  Worlds 
and  whether  at  fome  Time,  or  other,  they  may 
not  be  again  as  neceffary  to  re-eftablifh,  and  purge 
it  from  it  Corruptions,  is  a  Point,  we  muft  leave 

C  to 
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"When  feme  Men  hear  of  Propagating  the  Gof- 
pel  in  Foreign  Parts ,  they  are  apt  to  think  of  no¬ 
thing  elfe,  but  converting  Heathen  Nations  to  the 
Chriftian  Faith ;  which  they  look  upon,  as  a 
Thing  quite  impracticable  by  mere  human  Means : 
And  they,  who  thus  think,  and  judge,  can  have 
no  favourable  Opinion  of  this  Charity.  But  who¬ 
ever  looks  into  our  Charter,  will  find,  that  the 
Jirji  and  principal  End  of  this  Corporation  is,  not 
to  plant  Chriftianity  among  Heathens,  but,  to 
reftore,  or  to  preferve  it  among  Chriftians :  A- 
mong  thofe  of  our  own  People,  who  went  from 
us  in  Pojjejjion  of  the  Chriflian  Faith,  but  loft  it; 
or  who,  yet  having  it,  are  in  Danger  of  loofing- 
it  through  the  Want  of  God’s  Word,  and  Sacra¬ 
ments  ;  without  the  regular  Adminift ration  of 
which,  Experience  hathPhz\v\\  and  always  will 
fhew,  that  Chriftianity  cannot  long  ftand  its 
Ground.  The  converting  Heathens,  is  a  fecoi2daryy 
incidental  Point.  For  fuppofe,  that  our  Colonies 
had  fettled  in  fome  uninhabited  Ifland,  they  would 

US  ikew 
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then  have  had  nothing  to  do  with  Heathens. 
And  yet  it  would  have  been  juft  as  neceffary, 
that  they  fhould  have  had  the  Adminiftration  of 
the  Word  and  Sacraments,  the  cuftomary  Dif- 
ufe  of  which,  will  make  Men  Heathen,  whether 
planted  in  Heathen  Countries,  or  not. 

The  fir  ft  and  principal  End  therefore  of  this 
Society,  wants  not  the  rviiracles,  but  ma- 

nifeftly  falls  within  the  Reach  of  human  Means, 
from  which  we  may  reafonahly  exped  the  fame 
Succefs,  that  we. Rave  experienced  among  our- 
felves.  Coun trie's,  and  Climates  make  no  diffe¬ 
rence  in  this  Cafe.  But  as  the  Cafe  in  Fad:  is, 
that  our  Colonies  are  fettled  in  Heathen  Coun¬ 
tries  ;  it  is  not  at  all  unlikely,  that  if  we  can  pre- 
ferve  Religion  among  our  own  People,  many  of 
the  Heathens  will  be  the  better  for  it.  Of  a  ge¬ 
neral  Converfion  of  the  native  Indians  I  fee  no 
great  likelihood  at  prefent.  If  this  is  to  be  done 
by  human  Means,  there  muff  be  the  neceffary 
Preparations  for  human  Means  to  operate.  They 
muft  be  polifhed  into  good  Manners  5  there  muft 
be  fome  common  intercourfe  between  us  5  we 
muft  bring  them  to  fome  good  liking  of  our 
Laws,  and  Cuftoms.  All  this  is  ?2eceffary)  where 
the  Power  of  Miracles  is  wanting ;  and  when,  or 
whether  ever  it  will  be  done,  God  only  knows. 
But  our  Negroe  Slaves  are  within  our  Authority  ; 
Branches,  as  it  were,  of  our  Families ;  many  of 
them  born,  and  bred  up  among  us ;  and  thefe 
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may  be  taught  our  Religion,  as  ealily  as  they 


may  be  taught  any  Thing  elfe,  if  proper  Care 


be  taken  to  inftrudt  them.  The  Society  hath  not 


been  wanting  (nor  would  it  become  them  to  be 
wanting)  in  their  Endeavours,  as  to  thefe ;  no, 
nor  with  refpedt  to  the  native  Indians ,  fo  far  as 
they  have  found  it  pra&icable.  It  was  in  the 
Infancy  of  this  dd  that  an  Attempt  was 
made  to  plant  Chriflianity  among  the  Mohock 
Indians.  This  generous  and  truly  Chriftian  De- 
fign  met  with  Interruptions,  fpom  Caufes  which 
I  need  not  particularly  to  relat&y  but  the  Blue  is, 
that  there  is  now  a  regular,  fober  Congregation 
there  of  Five  hundred  Chriftian  Indians ,  and  a 
daily  Increafe  of  Vertue  and  good  Manners  a- 
mong  them.  This  is  a  Thing,  by  no  Means  to 
be  defpifed.  How  know  we,  but  thefe  fmall  be¬ 
ginnings  may  be  the  Foundation  of  fome  great 
Work  to  be  accomplifhed  in  God’s  due  Seafon  ? 

But  as  I  have  already  faid,  the  Care  of  this  1 
Society  chiefly  concerns  our  own  People ;  to  fe-

Charter  farther  fuggefts)  to  guard  them  againd: 
the  Attempts  of  Popifh  Priefts,  who  will  teach 
them  Religion  indeed,  but  not  Jiich  a  Religion,  as 


every  good  Subject  would  with  them  to  have.  If 


you  ask ;  Why  do  not  our  Colonies  maintain 


Miniders  at  their  own  Expence  ?  the  Anlwer  is, 
that  in  many  Places,  fo  they  do ;  and  if  they  do 


it  not  every  where,  the  Reafon  is,  becaufe  in 


many 
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many  Places  they  are  not  able.  It  would  be 
Injuftice  to  our  Brethren  beyond  the  Seas,  to  fup- 
pofe,  that  they  Jo  depend  upon  this  Society  for 
the  Means  of  carrying  on  the  Work  of  Religion 
in  thofe  Parts,  as  to  be  willing  to  be  at  no  Ex¬ 
pence  themfelves.  Their  Churches  are  generally 
built  by  Contributions  among  themfelves.  Sala¬ 
ries  are  appointed  for  Minifters  by  publick  Con- 
fent,  and  Authority  where  it  can  be  done.  Where 
it  cannot ,  they  muff:  be  beholden  to  private  Cha¬ 
rity,  and  thofe  ofjithem,  who  have  Abilities,  have 
done,  and  ft  ill -i*,  confiderably  in  this  Way  alfo. 
Or  fuppofe,  that  there  is  a  Backwardnefs  in 
many,  to  do  what  might  reafonably  be  expect¬ 
ed  from  them ;  it  is  no  more  than  what  is  com¬ 
mon  ;  and  I  hope,  that  want  of  Charity  in  fome, 
is  no  good  Argument  for  a  like  ConduCt  in 
others.  We  do  not  thus  judge  in  Matters,  which 
concern  ourfelves.  And  why  fhould  diftance  of 
Place  make  us  forget,  that  we  are  Children  of 
the  fame  God,  and  Father  j  Servants  of  the  fame 
Lord,  and  Saviour  j  Members  of  the  fame  Com¬ 
munity,  to  whofe  Wealth,  and  Grandeur  our 
Colonies  Abroad,  are  none  of  the  leaft  Contri¬ 
butors?  T 'heir  Profperity  is  our  Profperity;  their 
Riches  are  our  Gain  j  and  will  be  fo,  as  long  as 
we  can  maintain  a  good  Underflanding  with 
them :  And  what  will  fo  much  help  to  prefeive 
a  good  Underftanding,  and  to  keep  us  Friends, 
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as  this,  that  we  are  held  together  by  the  fame 
Religion,  and  Laws. 

I  will  not  ufe  many  Arguments  to  jfhew  you 
the  extenfive  Ufe,  and  Excellency  of  this  Cha¬ 
rity  j  and  how  much  it  becomes  us,  as  ChriLians 
to  fupport,  and  encourage  it.  This  has  been  done 
to  fo  much  Advantage  by  many,  that  have  gone 
before  me,  and  particularly  by  the  Right  Reve¬ 
rend  Prelate,  who  fpoke  lad:  on  this  Occafion, 
that  there  is  little  Choice  of  Matter  left  on  this 
Head.  I  would  rather  obfer^'/what  our  Circum- 
flances  at  this  Time  mak e^U.-a  more  efpecial 
Manner  worthy  of  our  Notice)  that  as  in  other 
Charities,  the  Supplies  are  feldom  adequate  to  the 
Wants,  that  call  for  them,  fo  it  hath  happened, 
in  a  remarkable  Degree,  to  this  Society.  We 
have  now  been  a  Corporation  about  Forty  Years. 
Our  Beginnings  were  but  fmall ;  and  it  is  much 
more  by  cafual  Supplies,  than  by  any  certain  Fund, 
that  we  ftill  fubfift.  The  Salaries  paid  to  our 
Miffionaries  are  far  from  liberal :  Generally  Fifty  ; 
to  fome  few.  Sixty;  to  none  more  than  Seventy 
Pounds  a  Year.  A  fmall  Reward  for  a  laborious, 
and  perilous  Miniftry  !  And  yet  notwithftanding 
this  frugal  Management,  the  Call  for  Minifters 
hath  always  exceeded  our  Abilities  to  provide 
for  them  out  of  our  Landing  Income ;  by  which 
means  confiderable  Debts  have  been  contracted 
by  the  Society,  whenever  their  Chriftian  Com¬ 
panion,  moved  by  great,  and  frequent  Importu¬ 
nities. 
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nities,  hath  prevailed  upon  them  to  go  beyond 
their  Bounds,  and  cafual  Benefactions  have  not 
come  in  to  make  up  the  Deficiency.  Thrice 
before,  have  we  applied  to  the  Crown  on  fuch 
Occafions  to  obtain  the  Royal  Licence  to  make 
Collections  more,  or  lefs  extenfive,  as  our  Needs 
have  been  more,  or  lefs  urgent.  We  have  now 
lately  obtained  a  like  Permiffion  from  our  prefent 
molt  gracious  King,  for  a  Fourth,  and  more  ge¬ 
neral  Collection,  which  will  very  quickly  find 
| '  you.  And  fuffer  me  to  fay,  that  we  (hall  come 
to  you  with  fome  Confidence  of  Succefs,  when 
we  {hall  bring  with  us  the  befi:  Evidence,  that 
can  be  given,  that  the  Work  of  the  Lord  profpers 
!  in  our  Hands,  and  that  your  Charity  will  not  be 
•  beftowed  in  Vain.  Our  very  Wants  are  that  Evi¬ 
dence  ;  for  we  have  no  caufe  to  ask  your  Cha¬ 
rity  in  this  extraordinary  Way,  but  this,  that  the 
Labourers  are  not  equal  to  the  Harveft.  And  is 
not  this  Harveft ,  this  encreafe  of  Chriftian  Con- 
!  gregations,  among  our  Colonies,  which  requires 
a  larger  Supply  of  Miliionaries,  the  very  Thing, 
that  every  good  JVIan  ewifhes3  the  very  Thing  he 
expefts,  when  he  gives  his  Money?  In  many 
other  Inftances  of  Charity  the  Cafe  is  otherwife. 

A  Man  may  be  in  Want  through  his  Vices,  or 
his  Folly,  and  in  fuch  a  Cafe,  if  you  give,  you 
are  not  fure  it  will  turn  to  any  good  Account. 

But  when  Want  proceeds  from  the  Worth  ieft  of 
Caufes,  and  carries  with  it  an  Implication ,  that 

former 
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former  Benefits  have  been  well  bellowed ;  it  be¬ 
comes  its  own  Voucher,,  and  the  more  a  good 
Man  is  called  upon  to  give,  within  the  Reach  of 
his  Abilities,  he  will  be  the  better  pleafed. 

We  do  with  thankful  Hearts  acknowledge  his 
Majefly’s  Goodnefs,  that  after  the  Example  of 
his  Royal  Predeceflors,  "he  has  given  fo  gracious 
a  Teftimony  of  his  Regard  for  the  Welfare  of  his 
People,  and  for  the  Religion,  and  Worfhip  of  the 
Church  of  England.  And  we  hope  that  the 
Encouragement,  that  this  Charity  hath  always 
received  from  the  Crown,  will'  effectually  recom¬ 
mend  it  to  all,  who  have  the  common  Good  at 
Heart.  And  may  God  fo  unite  us  in  our  Affec¬ 
tions  to  his  Sacred  Majefly,  that  thefe  Kingdoms 
may  never  want  a  Sovereign,  nor  this  noble  De- 
fign  a  Friend,  and  Patron  in  him,  and  in  his 
Poflerity ;  For  the  Sake  of  Jefus  Chrifl, 

Fo  whom  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghojl 
be  all  Honour  and  Glory  both  now  and  for 
ever  more.  Amen. 
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And  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in 
Foreign  Parts,  from  the  20th  of  Febru¬ 
ary  >  1740-41,  to  the  19th  of  February , 
1 741-42. 

KING  William  III.  of  Glorious  Memory, 
was  gracioufly  pleafed  on  the  16th  of 
June,  1701,  to  ereSl  and  .fettle  a  Corpo¬ 
ration  with  a  perpetual  SucceJJion ,  by  the 
Name  of  The  Society  for  the  Propa¬ 
gation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
Parts;  for  the  receiving ,  managing ,  and  difpo - 
fing  of  the  Charity  of  fuch  Perfons ,  as  would  be  in¬ 
duced  to  extend  their  Charity  towards  the  Mainte¬ 
nance  of  an  Orthodox  Clergy ,  and  the  making  fuch 
other  Provifon ,  as  might  be  necefiary  for  the  Propa¬ 
gation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts.  Upon  Infor¬ 
mation  that  in  many  of  our  Plantations ,  Colonies , 
And  Factories  beyond  the  Seas ,  the  Provifon  for  Mi- 
niflers  was  mean ,  and  many  other  of  our  ) did  Plan¬ 
tations ,  Colonies ,  and  Factories  were  wholly  unpro¬ 
vided  of  a  Maintenance  for  Miniflers ,  and  the  pub- 
lick  Worjhip  of  God ;  and  that ,  for  lack  of  Support 
and  Maintenance  of  fuch ,  ?nany  of  his  loving  SubjeBs 
wanted  the  Adminiflration  of  God’s  Word  and  Sacra¬ 
ments ,  and  feemed  to  be  abandoned  to  Atheifm  and 

D  Infidelity , 
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Infidelity ,  and  others  of  them  to  Popifh  Superfiitiony 
and  Idolatry. 

This  Society  was  compofed  by  the  Charter  of  the 
Chief  Prelates,  and  Dignitaries  of  the  Church,  and 
of  feveral  other  Lords,  and  eminent  Perfons  in  the 
State,  with  a  Power  to  eledt  fuch  others  to  be  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Corporation,  as  they,  or  the  major  Part 
of  them  fhould  think  beneficial  to  their  charitable 
Defigns;  and  they  immediately  applied  themfelves 
with  great  Zeal,  and  Alacrity  to  the  good  Work; 
j  and  after  adjufting  Preliminaries  in  the  Choice  of 

Officers,  and  fettling  handing  Orders,  and  Rules 
for  their  more  regular  Proceeding,  #  they  fubfcribed 
every  one  of  them  according  to  their  feveral  Ranks 
and  Difpofitions,  an  Annual  Sum  to  be  paid  to  their 
Treafurer  for  the  general  Ufes  of  the  Society ;  and 
then  chofe  new  Members,  and  gave  out  Deputati¬ 
ons,  according  to  the  Powers  in  the  Charter,  to  re¬ 
ceive,  and  colled;  the  Donations  of  all  charitable, 
and  well-difpos’d  Perfons  towards  this  molt  pious 
Defign  :  And,  thro’  an  eipecial  Bleffing  this  fVork 
of  the  Lord  hath  hitherto  projpered  in  their  Hands. 
Many  Thoufands  of  our  own  People,  Infants,  and 
Adults,  and  fome  Thoufands  of  Indians ,  and  Ne¬ 
groes  have  been  inftruded,  and  baptized  in  the 
true  Faith  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrilf ;  and  more 
than  One  hundred  thoufand  Volumes  of  Bibles 
and  Common-Prayer  Books,  with  other  Tradts  of 
Devotion  and  Inftrudion  have  been  difperfed  in 
Foreign  Parts ;  and  there  is  now  a  very  hopeful  and 
decent  Appearance  of  Religion  in  the  publick  Wor¬ 
ship  of  God,  according  to  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church 
of  England ,  in  a  great  Number  of  Churches  in  our 
Plantations  in  America  by  the  Means,  and  through 
the  Procurement  of  this  Corporation. 

The 
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Proceedi?2gs  of  the  Society., 

The  Charter  directs  the  Society  to  give  an  an¬ 
nual  Account  to  the  Lord  High  Chancellor,  the 
Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Kings  Bench ,  and  the 
Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common-Pleas ,  of  the 
feveral  Sums  of  Money  by  them  receiv’d,  and  laid 
out,  and  of  the  Management,  and  Difpolltion  of  the 
Revenues  of  the  Corporation  :  This  is  punctually 
done,  and  the  Society  annually  makes  publick  an 
AbftraCt  of  them,  and  their  Proceedings.  There¬ 
fore  the  Society  now  in  the  firft  Place  acknow¬ 
ledges  the  Receipt,  and  returns  their  moft  hearty 
Thanks  for  the  Benefactions  of  the  Year  1741.  Viz.

H  E  Reverend  Mr.  Commiffiary  Price ,  by 
a  Letter  dated  Bejion ,  Auguft  9,  174L  ac" 
quaints  the  Society  with  the  Satisfaction,  w  ic 
the  Epifcopal  Churches  there  have  in  their  new 
A  r  Governor  5 
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Governor  5  and  with  their  their  Hopes ;  that  thro’ 
his  Excellency’s  Probity,  and  Juflice,  they  fhall 
be  eafed  from  fome  Grievances,  they  have  labour¬ 
ed  under ;  but  yet,  that  it  is  the  Society,  which 
they  inuft  depend  upon  for  their  Life,  and  Vi¬ 
gour  ;  and  that  he  receiveth  continual  Applica¬ 
tions  for  Epifcopal  Miniflers  in  feveraf  Country 
Places  ;  but  he  hath  not  dared  to  give  them  En¬ 
couragement  to  Petition  the  Society  in  its  prefect 
low  Circum fiances  thro’  the  great  Increafe  of 
Millions.  Mr.  Price  writes  further,  that  they 
have  been 'in  fome  Confufion  in  that  Country  by 
the  means  of  Enthiffiafls ;  but,  God  be  praifed, 
the  Church  hath  flood  fleady  in  that  Storm, 
which  hath  confiderably  fhaken  the  Difienters. 

-  The  Reverend  Dr.  Mac/parr  an ,  Miffionary  at 
Naraganjet  and  Warwick ,  acquaints  the  Society, 
by  a  Letter  dated  May  4,  1741,  that  he  had  bap¬ 
tized  17  Children,  and  three  Adults  bred  in  Qua- 
kerifm,  who,  together  with  four  other  Perkins 
of  competent  Knowledge,  and  of  a  good  Life, 
had  increafed  the  Number  of  his  Communicants 
to  48  Perlbns;  and  that  he  continues  his  ufual 
Vifits  to  Warwick ,  and  doth  Duty  there  twice 
in  a  Month,  when  Health,  and  Weather  permits ; 
and  fometimes  in  feveral  diflan t  Corners  of  Na- 
raganfet.  He  thanks  God,  that  Religion  gains 
Ground  both  among  white,  and  black  People, 
and  he  intends  to  devote  Sunday  Morning  early 
for  a  Catechetical  Ledture  to  the  Negroes ;  as  lie

doth  the  Interval  between  Prayers,  and  Sermon 
once  a  Month,  for  catechizing  the  white  Chil¬ 
dren  :  And  by  a  feeond  Letter,  dated  Septem¬ 
ber

her  22,  1741,  the  Doctor  writes,  that  he  had 
baptized  four  Children,  and  one  Indian  Adult,  and 
admitted' two  new  Members  to  the  Communion; 

!  and  he  had  begun  the  catechetical  Ledure  for 
the  Negroes,  and  fpends  one  Hour  immediately 
preceding  divine  Service  in  catechizing,  and  in¬ 
truding  thofe  poor  Wretches,  who  for  the  moll 
Part  are  extremely  Ignorant ;  and,  whether  from 
the  Novelty  of  the  Thing,  or  as  he  hopes,  from 
a  better  Motive,  more  than  50  Slaves  give  their 
Attendance :  He  writes  further,  that  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  Arm  of  the  Sea,  which  divides  Rhode - 
IJland  from  the  Naraganfet  Shore,  lies  an  Ifland 
called  Connanicut ,  about  eight  or  nine  Miles  long, 
and  two  wide,  containing  about  400,  or  500  In¬ 
habitants,  who  had  never  had  Chriftianity  preach¬ 
ed  to  them  in  any  other  Shape,  than  Quakerifm, 
until  he  preached  to  them  on  the  4th  of  Auguft , 
and  9th  of  September  laft,  upon  exprefs  Invitation 
from  them  ;  and  the  Appearance  of  doing  fome 
good  among  them  is  fo  promifing,  that  he  is 
determined  to  vifit  them  once  a  Month.  The 
Society  well  pleafed  with  the  foregoing  Accounts, 
hath  lent  the  Dodor  a  Folio  Bible  and  Common 
Prayer-Book,  and  fome  fmalF  Trads  proper  to 
promote  true  Religion.

The  Reverend  Mr  .johnfon,  MifHonary  at  Strat¬ 
ford,  acquaints  the  Society  by  a  Letter  dated  June 
the  5th,  1741,  that  he  had  baptized  15  Infants, 
and  received  four  new  Communicants,  iince  lafl 
fall ;  and  he  thanks  God,  that  his  People,  with 
a  good  deal  of  Care,  and  Pains,  have  been  kept 
in  good  Older,  and  live  in  Peace  with  one  ano- 

F  ther. 
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ther,  and  are  heady  to  the  Church,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  Variety  of  travelling  Enthufiaftical,  and 
Antinomian  Teachers  among  them,  who,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  fecond  Letter  from  Mr.  Johnfon ,  dated 
Odlober  3,  1741,  fo  affright  the  People  with  their 
difmal  Out-cries,  that  their  Bodies  have  been  fre¬ 
quently  affedfed  with  furprizing  Convulfions,  and 
Agitations ;  and  thefe  Convulfions  have  fometimes 
feized  on  thofe,  who  came,  as  meer  Speftator^, 
and  are  no  Friends  to  the  new  Methods,  evqti 
without  their  Minds  being  at  all  infedted ;  but 
the  Church  hath  rather  gained  than  buffered  by 
thefe  Commotions  ;  and  three,  or  four  Families  in 
his  Parifh  have  already  come  over  to  it  upon  thefe 
Diilradions.  Mr.  Johnfon  had  baptized  fince  his 
preceding  Letter  of  June  the  5th,  20  Infants* 
and  one  Adult,  and  the  Number  of  his  Commu¬ 
nicants  is  128.

The  Reverend  Mr.  Henry  Carter ,  Miffionary  at 
Fairjleld ,  by  a  Letter  dated  September  25,  1741, 
recommends  the  Bearer  his  Brother  Mr.  Richard 
Caner ,  to  the  Society,  that  by  their  favour  he 
might  be  admitted  into  Holy  Orders,  if  he  fhould 
be  found  worthy  of  them;  that  he  had  had 
a  liberal  Education,  and  taken  the  Degree 
of  Mafter  of  Arts  in  Tall  Colledge  in  C on- 
ncSticut ;  and  had  been  of  much  Service  to  him 
already  in  the  Capacity  of  a  Schoolmafter,  and 
in  providing  for  the  Neceffities  of  the  diftant 
Churches  of  Norwalk ,  Ridgefield ,  and  Stanford ; 
who  likewife  petitioned  the  Society,  that  Mr. 
Richard  Caner ,  might  be  ordained  to  affiff  them 
and  had  fublcribed  towards  his  Support  20/.

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Sterling  per  Annum  ;  and  the  adjoining  Miffiona- 
ries  of  the  Society  tedifyinghto  his  good  Life  and 
Convention,  and  to  his  Abilities  for  the  Sacred 
Functions,  the  Society  recommended  him  to 
Holy  Orders,  and,  after  his  having  been  or¬ 
dained  Deacon  and  Pried,  hath  appointed  him 
Affidant  to  his  Brother,  and  to  officiate  at  the 
Churches  of  Norwalk ,  Ridgefield ,  and  Stanford, , 
with  the  fmall  Salary  of  20  /.  per  Annum,  the  So¬ 
ciety's  prefent  Circumdances  not  permitting  a 
greater.  And  it  is  hoped,  he  is  by  this  Time  ar¬ 
rived  fafe  in  New  England ,  with  feveral  large 
Parcels  of  the  Bible,  Common  Prayer  Book,  and 
of  the  Whole  Duty  of  Man,  &c.  which  the  So¬ 
ciety  took  the  Opportunity  of  fending  by  him  to 
their  Miffionaries,  for  the  Ufe  of  their  feveral 
JPariffies. 


The  Reverend  Mr.  Browne ,  the  Society’s  Mif- 
fionary  at  Portfmouth  in  New  Hampshire,  by  a 
Letter  dated  September  28,  1741,  writes,  that  the 
Town,  and  Didridt  of  Portfmouth  contains  be¬ 
tween  600,  and  700  Families,  whereof  between 
50,  and  60  are  of  the  Church  of  England, .  and 
all  the  red  Independents,  there  being  neither 
Quaker,  Baptid,  Papid,  Heathen,  or  Infidel,  that 
he  knows  of,  among  them;  he  reads  Prayers 
every  Morning  at  Seven  a-Clock  from  May  to 
September ;  and  Preaches  a  weekly  Ledture  to 
drengthen  his  Flock,  and  guard  them  again d 
the  pernicious  Dodtrine  of  Enthufiads,  beiictes  his 
fondant  Duty  on  Sundays.  During  five  Years 
Refidence  at  Portfmouth,  Mr.  Browne  had  bapti-

zed  93  Children,  and  two  Adults  j  and  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  his  Communicants  is  53. 

^  The  Reverend  Mr.  Punderfon ,  one  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  s  Itinerant  Mifdonaries  in  New  England ,  by 
a  Letter  dated  North  Groton ,  May  23,  1741,  ac¬ 
quaints  them,  that  they  had  built  a  good  Timber 
Church,  at  the  Cod;  of  300  /.  that  Currency,  of 
which  he  himfelf  had  given  60  /.  and  railed 
200  /.  among  his  Friends,  and  he  preached  con¬ 
stantly  in  it,  except  when  vifiting  the  remote 
Parts  of  his  Million  :  That  in  September  preced¬ 
ing,  he  had  fet  out  on  a  Wednefday  from  North 
■ Groton ,  and  travelled  that  Day  40  Miles  to  Staf¬ 
ford,  where  on  the  Phurfday  he  preached  to  both 
Minister  and  People  in  the  Meeting  Houfe  ;  and 
on  Friday  went  10  Miles  further  to  Brimfield,  and 
preached  there  ;  and  on  Saturday  travelled  30 
Miles  to Cimjbury,  and  on- Sunday preached  there  to 
a  very  large  Congregation ;  and  on  Monday  rode 
43  Miles  to  Middleton ,  .rtnd  preached  there ;  that 
this  travelling,  and  preaching  in  Seafon,  and  out 
of  Seafon,  had  much  impaired  his  Conftitution, 
but  he  is  determined  with  God’s  Blefling  to  con¬ 
tinue  his  Labours,  tho’  amidft  a  great"  Deal  of 
Uncharitabienels  and  Enthuliafm,  trufling,  that 
God  Almighty  would  not  permit  the  Intereft  of 
Truth,  and  Virtue  to  be  born  down,  and  con¬ 
cludes  with  begging  the  Prayers  of  the  venerable 
Society  in  his  Behalf,  and  the  Acceptance  of  feven 
Pounds  ten  Snillings  from  him  to  be  laid  out  in 
iiich  Books  as  they  fhould  judge  moil  proper  for 
the  Ufe  of  the  poor  People  of  his  Million.  The 
Society  well  pleafed  with  the  good  Man’s  chari-

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table  Intention,  hath  declined  the  Acceptance  of 
the  Money,  and  fent  him  on  their  own  Account, 
24  Copies  of  the  Englifoman  inf  ru  Bed  in  the 
Choice  of  his  Religion ;  24  of  Dr.  Stebbing’ s  Book 
on  Prayer ;  50  of  Biffiop  Beveridges  Sermon  on 
the  Common  Prayer  j  50  of  the  Reafonable  Com¬ 
municant-,  20  of  the  Biffiop  of  Mans  EJjay  to¬ 
wards  an  InftruBion  for  the  In diansj  and  12  of 
the  Trial  of  the  Spirit  of  Mr.  Whitefield,  to  be 
be  ft  owed  according  to  his  beft  Difcretion. 


Newfoundland. 


The  Reverend  Mr.  Jones ,  of  Bonavijla  in  New¬ 
foundland ,  by  a  Letter  dated  OBober  20,  1741, 
informs  the  Society,  that  Mr.  Kilpatrick. ,  7  the 
Society’s  Miffionary  at  Trinity  Bay ,  died  "lately 
there,  and  had  left  a  Widow,  and  five  fmall  Chil¬ 
dren  in  a  very  poor  Condition  5  and  he  therefore 
humbly  recommends  them  to  the  Compaffion 
of  the' Society ;  and  Petitions  to  fucceed  Mr.  Kil¬ 
patrick  at  the  Trinity  Bay ;  and  the  Juftices  of 
the  Peace  at  Trinity  Bay  in  Newfoundland  likewife 
petitioning  the  Society  that  Mr.  Jones  might  be 
appointed  their  Miffionary  in  the  room  of  their 
late  worthy  and  well  beloved  Pajlor  Mr.  Kilpatrick, 
and  recommending  his  diftrefled  Widow,  and 
Children  to  their  Charity.  The  Society  hath  ap¬ 
pointed  Mr.  Jones  to  be  their  Miffionary  at  Tri¬ 
nity  Bay ,  and  given  a  Benefadion  of  Twenty  five 
Pounds  to  the  poor  Widow  and  Children,  and 
would  gladly  have  given  more,  would  their  pre- 
fent  Circumftances  of  their  Cafh  have  permitted  it.

The  ReverendMr.  Charlton ,  the  Society’s  Catechif 
for  the  Inftru&ion  of  the  Negroes  at  New  York, 
writes  by  aLetter  dated  June  i8>  1741,  that  many 
of  the  Negroes  improve,  not  only  in  the  Knowledge, 
but  alfo  in  the  Praftice  of  their  Duty  to  his  great 
Satisfadion  j  and  from  the  Date  of  his  preceding 
Tetter  November  1 1,  174°)  there  had  been  bap¬ 
tized  13  Negroe  Infants,  and  five  Adults,  after  full 
Inftrudion:  And  by  a  Letter  dated  New  York 
October  30,  1741,  Mr.  Charlton  acknowledges  the 
Receipt  of  a  Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  dated  June  245  *74L  with  a  Box  of  Books, 
to  be  diftributed  among  fuch  of  them,  as  can 
read;  for  which  both  they,  and  Mr.  Chailton  re¬ 
turn  their  hearty  Thanks ;  and  he  humbly  hopes, 
that  the  Society  will  continue  their  Goodnefs  to 
them,  and  fend  fome  more  Copies  of  the  Book 
of  Common-Prayer,  of  the  Reajonable  Communi¬ 
cant  of  the  Briej  Exhortation  to  the  Holy  Commit - 
nion]  and  of  Dr.  St  ebbing  on  Prayer :  That  the 
Number  of  his  Negroe  Catechumens  is  above  70, 
and  of  the  White  ones  above  90,  that  he  hath 
recommended  Pfalmody  to  them  ;  and  Mr.  Clemm, 
the  Organift  of  the  Church,  teaches  43  of  them 
to  ling  thrice  in  a  Week  in  the  Church.  Mr. 
Charlton  hath  entred  upon  a  fet  of  Catechetical 
Sermons,  and  propofes  to  go  through,  and  fully 
explain  the  Church  Catechifin  to  them.  There 
have  been  baptized  from  the  18th  of  June  to  the 
26th  of  Ottoler,  16  young  Negroes  and  one 

Adult, 
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Adult.  The  Society  hath  ordered  Mr.  Charlton 
the  Books  defired. 


The  Reverend  Mr.  Colgan ,  the  Society’s  Mif¬ 
fionary  at  'Jamaica  in  Eong-IJland  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  New  York,  by  a  Letter  dated  JDece?nber 
15,  1741,  acknowledgeth  the  Receipt  of  a  Let¬ 
ter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Society,  dated  the 
28  th  of  April  1741,  with  fome  practical  and  de¬ 
votional  Tradts,  which  he  had  diftributed  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  befl  Difcretion,  and  the  poor  People 
were  very  thankful  for  them.  Mr.  Colgan  writes, 
that  as  to  the  State  of  his  Miffion,  there  are  three 
Churches  under  his  Care,  that  of  Jamaica ,  New¬ 
town,  and  Flujhing ;  and  he  can  with  a  great  deal 
of  Truth  fay,  that  they  are  in  a  growing  Con¬ 
dition,  and  the  Members  of  them  generally  of 
a  good  Life,  and  Converfation,  and  the  Church 
of  England  was  never  in  fo  flourifhing  a  Condi¬ 
tion  there,  as  at  prefent  3  the  late  predominant 
Enthufiafm  being  very  much  declined,  feveral 
of  the  Teachers,  as  well  as  Hearers  having  been 
found  guilty  of  the  fouleft  immoral  Practices,  and 
others  of  them  having  wrought  themfelves  into 
down-right  Madnefs.  That  thefe  Accidents  with 
the  Help  of  thofe  good  Books,  proper  Antidotes 
to  Enthufiafm,  which  the  Society  hath  liberally 
diftributed  among  them,  have  taught  the  People, 
what  true  Chriftianity  is,  and  what  it  is  not. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Wetmore ,  the  Society’s  Mif¬ 
fionary  at  Rye,  by  a  Letter  dated  September  28, 
1741,  writes,  that  by  God’s  Help  the  Church 
maintains  its  Ground,  and  is  as  full,  as  ever,  not- 

withftanding 
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withflanding  the  Efforts  of  the  Sectaries  in  new 
Methodifm,  or  rather  down-right  Difiradtion,  as 
it  at  that  Time  appeared  among  the  Itinerant 
Preachers;  according  to  Mr.  Wetmore' s  Notitia 
Parochialism  he  had  baptized  within  twelve 
Months  69  Children,  of  whom  four  were  Ne¬ 
groes,  and  fix  Adults,  one  of  whom  a  Negroe. 


The  Reverend  Mr.  Barclay ,  the  Society’s  Mif¬ 
fionary  to  Albany  and  to  the  Mohock  Indians , 
writes  from  Albany ,  November  9,  1741,  that  he 
had  received  the  Secretary’s  Letter  of  the  24th  of 
June  1741,  and  a  Box  of  Books,  for  which  he 
returns  his  humble  Thanks,  and  fays,  it  fhall  al¬ 
ways  be  his  fmcere  Endeavour  to  oblerve  the  So¬ 
ciety’s  Infirudlions,  in  conformity  to  which  he 
fends  his  Notitia  Parochialis ,  by  which  it  appears, 
that  his  Congregation  at  Albany  conhfls  of  1 80 
Englifi,  befides  two  independent  Companies,  and 
in  the  Mohock  Country  of  500  Indians ,  fettled  in 
two  Towns  at  30  Miles  difiance  from  Albany ,  and 
there  are  60  Englifi ,  and  58  Indian  Communi¬ 
cants  ;  and  it  gives  him  great  Pleafure  to  fee  daily 
a  great  Reformation  of  Manners  among  the  In- 
dians ,  and  efpecially  in  refpedl  of  Drunkennefs; 
a  Vice,  which  they  were  fo  intirely  drowned  in, 
that  he  almofl  defpaired  of  feeing  an  effediual 
Reformation,  but  he  had  not  feen  above  ten 
Perfons  Drunk  among  them  in  the  lafl  Summer, 
whereas  at  his  firfl  coming  among  them,  almofl 
every  Day  afforded  that,  and  fometimes  double 
the  Number ;  he  promifes  to  be  careful  in  the 
Choice  of  an  hidian  Schoolmafier,  according  to 
the  Society’s  Orders3  and  makes  no  doubt  of  great 

Good 
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Good  to  arife  from  it,  and  prays  God  abundant¬ 
ly  to  reward  the  Charity  of  that  good  Perfon 
in  the  laft  Year,  who  gave  fifty  Pounds  to  be  di- 
ftributed  among  the  Indians  of  his  Congregation, 
and  to  himfelf,  and  promifes  to  be  very  juft  and 
careful  in  the  Diftribution  thereof,  according  to 
the  Proportions  prefcribed  by  their  pious  Bene¬ 
factor. 

New  Jerfey. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Skinner ,  Mifiionary  at 
Amboy  in  New  Jerfey ,  by  a  Letter  dated  May  22, 
1741,  acquaints  the  Society,  that  the  Church 
under  his  Care  hath  not  fuffered  any  Diminution, 
tho’  furrounded  with  Enthufiafts,  and  that  thro’ 
the  Divine  Influence,  his  Communicants  are  in- 
creafed  to  53,  and  fince  the  25th  of  June  pre¬ 
ceding,  he  had  baptized  84  white,  and  two  Ne- 
groe  Children,  and  four  Adults. 

Pennfyhania. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Rofs,  Mifiionary  at  New 
Caflle ,  by  a  Letter  dated  Auguji  1,  1741,  returns 
his  humble  Thanks  to  the  Society,  for  their 
great  Kindnefs  to  his  Son  Eneas ,  in  receiving  him 
into  the  Number  of  their  Miffionaries,  and  for 
appointing  him  his  Affiftant  till  a  proper  Vacancy 
fhall  happen  for  him  ;  and  that,  Thanks  be  to 
the  Divine  Providence,  he  was  arrived  fafe,  and 
very  feafonably  to  fupply  the  Vacancy  at  Phila¬ 
delphia ,  occasioned  by  the  Death  of  their  late 
Reverend  and  Worthy  Commiflfary  Mr.  Cummin 
till  the  Lord  Bifliop  of  London  fhall  fill  up  his 
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Place  .7  As  to  his  own  Church,  Mr.  Rofs  thanks 
God,  it  is  at  Peace,  and  Unity,  while  the  Flame 
of  Didention  fcorches  the  neighbouring  Meet- 
ings,  and  fome  of  the  moil  Peaceable  among 
them  frequent  the  Church,  as  they  were  wont  to 
refort  to  their  Meetings.  On  Whitfunday  Mr. 
Rofs  baptized  nine  Infants,  and  one  Adult ;  and 
the  Number  of  his  Communicants  were  39. 

The  Reverend  Mr .Bechet,  Miffionary  at  Lewes, 
by  a  Letter  dated  October  16,  1741,  writes,  that 
the  good  Deligns  of  the  Society  profper  there,  but 
not  without  Oppofition  ;  however  all  the  Summer 
Seafon  he  hath  more  Perfons  attending  Divine 
Service,  than  his  Churches  will  hold;  and  he  is 
often  obliged  to  preach  under  the  green  Trees ; 
and  in  the  Month  of  May,  when  he  vifited  the 
mod  diftant  Parts  of  his  Miffion,  he  baptized  57 
Children  in  two  Days ;  and  Repping  into  a  Cor¬ 
ner  of  Maryland  to  vifit  fome  People  at  their 
earned:  Requeft,  he  baptized  nine  Children  there. 
Mr.  Bechet  adds,  that  the  Church  of  Lewes  hath 
been  lately  wainfeoted  on  the  In  fide  in  a  plain 
decent  Manner,  and  the  Roof  is  arched,  and  will 
be  pa  in  ted  * 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Pugh,  Millionary  at 
Apoquinimy ,  by  a  Letter  dated  April  16,  1741, 
informs  the  Society,  that  to  his  very  great  Sa¬ 
tisfaction,  his  Congregations  and  Communicants 
are  increafed,  lince  his  former  Letter  in  No¬ 
vember  174°}  in  which  he  complained  of  the 
Delation  of  feveral  thro’  the  new  Enthudafb  ; 
but  that,  God  be  thanked,  now  the  People  were 

grown 
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grown  cool  again,  and  had  maturely  reflected  on 
the  Matter,  they  were  all  returned,  and  feveral 
others  with  them,  who  were  in  want  of  Bibles 
and  Common-Prayer  Books ;  and  therefore  the 
Society  hath  ordered  fome  to  be  fent  to  them. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Backhoufe ,  Miffionary  at 
Chejier ,  by  a  Letter  dated  July  15,  1741,  ac¬ 
quaints  the  Society,  that  the  People  under  his 
Care  perfevere  in  their  Religious  Principles,  and 
he  can  allure  the  Society  with  Joy,  that  not 
one  of  them  hath  been  infedted  by  the  modern 
Enthuliafts ;  about  a  Month  before,  he  had 
gone  about  40  Miles  backwards  to  his  old  Ac¬ 
quaintance  at  Pequea ,  fome  of  whom  were  grown 
giddy  brained  with  Methodifm,  and  had  refufed 
to  come  to  Church,  but  he  had  been  fo  for¬ 
tunate  as  to  fatisfy  thofe,  with  whom  he  con- 
verfed :  That  the  Society’s  Schoolmafter  Mr. 
I loudon  had  left  them  in  quell;  of  better  Employ¬ 
ment  in  Maryland ;  and  one  Mr.  Charles  Fortejcue 
had  undertaken  the  School,  and  had  hitherto  ap¬ 
proved  himfelf  the  mod;  diligent  and  able  School- 
mafler  they  had  ever  had ;  and  he  therefore,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  whole  Body  of  his  Congregation, 
very  earneftly  recommended  him'  to  the  Society 
for  that  Office ;  to  which  the  Society  hath  con¬ 
tented,  and  appointed  Mr.  Fortejcue  their  School- 
mafter  with  a  Salary  of  10 1.  per  Annum. 

Mr.  Currie ,  Miffionary  at  Radnor ,  by  a  Letter 
dated  May  2,  1741,  writes,  that  he  had  received 
a  Box  of  Books  from  the  Society,  which  will  be 
of  great  Service  to  Religion,  and  he  will  take  Care 
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to  diftribute  them,  where  they  are  moft  wanted ; 
that  all  the  People,  who  had  left  the  Church  to 
follow  the  new  Preachers,  are  returned  to  it  again, 
infomuch  that  he  hath  the  fame  Number  of  Com¬ 
municants  at  Radnor ;  and  at  Perquihoma  they 
are  increafed  :  And  the  Whole  Duty  of  Man  is 
now  much  efteemed  by  Plundreds,  who  knew 
nothing  of  it,  before  Mr.  Whitefield  condemned 
it  :  He  had  given  away  all  the  Copies  of  it, 
he  had  by  him,  and  purchafed  fome  at  his  own 
Charge,  and  prays  the  Society  to  fend  him  more  5 
and  the  Society  hath  ordered  him  24  Copies  of 
the  Whole  Duty  of  Man.  According  to  Mr.  Currie’s 
Notitia  Parochialis  he  had  baptized  in  the  la  ft  half 
Year,  48  Infants  and  four  Adults  ;  and  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  his  Communicants  is  80. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Uj7:er ,  Mifftonary  at  Dover , 
by  a  Letter  dated  June  13,  1741,  returns  Thanks 
for  a  Box  of  Books,  which  he  will  diftribute  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  beft  Difcretion ;  and  within  the 
preceding  Year  he  had  baptized  104  Children,  and 
10  Adults:  And -by  a  fecond  Letter  dated  Sep¬ 
tember  30,  1741,  he  writes,  that  beftdes  his  re¬ 
gular  Duty  at  Dover ,  he  had  vifited  a  back  Set¬ 
tlement  of  People  20  Miles  off,  and  baptized  there 
30  Children,  and  one  Adult;  and  in  the  Whole, 
from  the  13  th  of  June  preceeding,  he  had  bap¬ 
tized  60  Perfons,  but  he  finds  great  Difficul¬ 
ty  in  perfwaaing  People  to  the  Holy  Communion, 
however  he  had  lately  wrought  on  fome,  and 
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hopes  thro’  God’s  Grace  to  prevail  on  many 
more.

The  Society  gave  an  Account  to  the  Publick 
in  the  Abftrad  of  their  Proceedings  in  the _Year 
i7oo3  that,  upon  the  Recommendation  of  the 
Lord  Bifhop  of  London ,  and  of  Gabriel  johnflon , 
Efq;  Governor  of  North  Carolina ,  they  had  ap¬ 
pointed  the  Reverend  Mr.  Garzia ,  who  refided 
in  that  Province,  and  from  the  Year  1733* 
the  Year  1738,  had  baptized  no  lefs  than  2270 
Perfons  therein,  to  be  their  Itinerant  Miifionary 
on  the  North  Baft  Side  of  the  River  Neufe  in  that 
Province.  And  by  a  Letter  dated  Bath  4 Town  in 
North  Carolina,  April  16,  1741,  Mr.  Garzia  re¬ 
turns  his  molt  humble,  and  hearty  Thanks  to 
the  Society  for  that  Appointment  5  (as  it  feems,  he 
had  done  before  by  a  Letter  dated  May  26,  174  L 
but  had  fince  difcovered,  that  the  Ship,  in  which 
the  Letter  was  fent,  had  been  taken  by  the  Spa¬ 
niards)  and  acquaints  the  Society,  that  the  Go¬ 
vernor  had  ordered  his  chief  Reiidence  to  be  at 
Bath  Town  in  the  County  of  Beaufort,  and  that 
the  AfTembly  of  the  Province,  upon  his  laying 
the  Secretary  of  the  Society’s  Letter  befoie  them, 
had  ordered  him  free  Ferry-pafiage  over  all  the 
Rivers  and  Creeks  within  his  Miftion ;  and  he 
had  not  Spared  his  Pains,  as  there  was  great  need 
of  a  very  diligent  Performance  of  his  Duty,  in  a 
Trad,  where  there  are  not  lefs  than  9000  Souls  $ 
and  humbly  prays  for  Some  Irads  againft  Diun- 
kennefs,  Swearing,  and  the  Breach  of  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  and  to  inftrud,  and  prepare  the  well  inclin¬ 
ed  for  the  Holy  Communion;  Numbers  of  all 
1. v  .  -o-v  i  ~  *„•  which 
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which  have  been  fent  him ;  together  with  a  Silver 
Cup,  (which  he  defired  might  be  fent  at  his  own 
Expence)  for  the  more  decent  Celebration  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper.  From  the  Year  1738,  to  the  16th 
of  April  1741,  the  Date  of  Mr.  Garzia’s  Letter, 
he  had  baptized  769  Perfons,  of  whom  1 1  had’ 
been  Quakers  5  and  the  Number  of  aftual  Com¬ 
municants  were  99. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Moir,  appointed  in  the  fame 
Year  Itinerant  Miffionary  on  the  North  Weft  Side 
of  the  River  Nenfe  in  North  Carolina, ,  by  a  Letter 
dated  Wilmington ,  OSfober  29,  1740,  writes,  that 
thro’  God’s  Bleffing  he  arrived  fafe  at  his  Miffion 
In  May  pieceeding,  and  had  travelled  over  moft 
Parts  of  it,  which  extends  150  Miles  along  the 
Coaft,  and  he  finds  the  Inhabitants  fo  fcattered„ 
that  it  will  be  impoffible  to  adminifter  to  them 
as  he  could  wifh;  that  the  Generality  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple  are  very  Ignorant,  but  feem  willing  to  be  in- 
ftrucfted,  which  hath  encouraged  him  in  his  La¬ 
bours  5  and  he  had  then  baptized  210  Children 
in  his  Travels  among  them.  And  by  a  Letter 
dated  Wilmington,  May  25,  1741,  Mr.  Moir 

writes,  that  he  travelled  over  the  Country  twice 
between  Cape  Fear  and  the  River  Neufe,  and  per¬ 
formed  the  Duties  of  his  Function,  praying, 
preaching,  and  adminiftring  the  Holy  Sacraments  ; 
and  had  baptized  306  white  Children,  and  one 
Adult,  and  feven  Negroe  Children  and  two  A- 
dults ;  but  the  Number  of  Communicants  was 
very  fmall,  the  People  being  generally  ignorant 
in  Religion  to  the  laft  Degree.

The  Reverend  Mr.  Lejlie ,  late  the  Society’s 
Miffionary  to  St.  Paul's  Pariffi,  having  been  obli- 
i  ged  thro’  ill  Health  to  return  home,  hath  refigned 
that  Pariffi ;  and  upon  the  Petition  of  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  thereof,  and  upon  the  Recommendation  of 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Commiffary  Garden ,  the  So- 
I  ciety  hath  appointed  the  Reverend  Mr.  Grr,  who 
for  more  than  four  Years  had  been  Affiftant  to 
Mr.  Garden  at  Charles  Town ,  and  adted,  as  be¬ 
comes  his  Holy  Function,  to  be  their  Miffionary 
to  St.  Paul's  Pariffi,  with  a  Salary  of  30  l.  per  Ann . 
And  the  Pariffi  of  Chrijl  Church  having  become 
vacant  by  the  Death  of  Mr.  Small ,  the  Society 
hath  likewife  appointed  the  Reverend  Mr.  Levi 
Durand ,  to  fucceed  Mr.  Small ,  upon  the  Peti¬ 
tion  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Chrijl-church ,  to  whom 
Mr.  Durand  had  officiated  from  the  Death  of  Mr. 
Small.  Mr.  Durand's  Letters  of  Ordination,  and 
his  Teftimonials  having  been  previoufly  infpedted 
and  approved  by  the  Society,  when  he  had  ap- 
j  plied  to  the  Society  for  a  Million,  being  going 
over  to  that  Province  on  his  private  Affairs. 
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The  Reverend  Mr.  Jones,  Miffionary  at  St. 
Helens ,  by  a  Letter  dated  September  25,  1741, 
writes,  that  he  was  with  great  Pleafure  informed 
of  the  pious  Defign  of  the  Society  to  inffiudt  their 
little  Negroes  in  the  Chriftian  Faith,  according  to 
the  Scheme  of  their  Reverend  Commiffary,  by 
purchafmg  Negroes  and  fitting  them  for  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  Schoolmafiers  to  the  young  Negroes  in 

their 
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their  feveral  Parishes ;  and  that,  he  is  in  great 
hopes  (as  it  doth  not  interfere  with  the  People’s 
Temporal  Intereft,  the  great  Obftacle  to  Inftrudti- 
on  of  grown  Slaves)  the  Generality  of  them  will 
gladly  accept  of  the  Propofal :  That  he  hath  al~  * 
ways  intruded  his  young  Negroes,  and  had  them 
taught  to  read ;  and  he  hath  two  at  this  Time, 
who  can  read  well  in  the  New  Teftament ;  and 
two  more  are  learning  to  fpell :  And  he  will  not 
be  wanting  from  Time  to  Time  in  helping  for¬ 
ward  the  good  Work,  and  in  promoting,  as  it  is 
his  great  Duty,  the  Enlargement  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Jefus  Chrift:  Within  twelve  Months  he  had  ^ 
baptized  29  Children,  and  two  Adults  bred  Qua-f  1 
kers;  and  the  Number  of  his  Communicants  in- 
creafe.

The  Reverend  Mr.  Smith,  Miffionary  at  New 
Providence,  by  a  Letter  dated  May  22,  1741,  in¬ 
forms  the  Society,  that  Governor  Pinker  arrived 
there  the  24th  of  April,  and  foon  after  taking 
Notice  of  the  ruinous  Condition  of  the  Church, 
gave  him  leave  to  remove  the  Pulpit,  and  Defk 
to  the  Town  Houfe,  which  is  very  near  as  large 
as  the  Church  ;  that  they  had  got  -Subfcriptions, 
and  prepared  above  3000  Bufhels  of  Lime  to¬ 
wards  building  a  new  one  j  but  the  Inhabitants 
were  fo  apprehenfive  of  an  Invafion  from  the 
Spaniards,  that  they  would  not  yet  proceed  any 
further.  Mr.  Smith  had  lately  performed  his  an¬ 
nual  Vifit  to  the  other  inhabited  Klands,  and  fpent 
a  Month  with  the  Inhabitants,  daily  exhorting 
them  to  Religion  and  Virtue,  and  reading  Prayers 

every 


every  Morning  and  Evening,  and  preaching  twice 
every  Sunday ;  but  he  found  great  want  of  Bibles, 
and  Common-Prayer  Books,  and  of  practical  and 
devotional  fmall  Trads  among  them.  Eighteen 
Perfons  had  been  buried  by  Mr.  Smith  in  the 
laft  Year,  and  12  baptized,  and  of  the  latter,  two 
were  young  Negroe  Men,  and  two  young  Negroe 
Women,  who  had  been  taught  the  Church  Ca- 
techifm  very  perfectly.  Bibles,  Common-Prayer 
Books,  and  pradical  and  devotional  Trads  will 
be  fent  them  from  the  Society  by  the  firft  Oppor¬ 
tunity.

Efq;  to  affift  them  with  their  good  Counfel  and 
Subscriptions  towards  defraying  the  very  large 
Expences  of  the  Society,  the  cafual  Benefactions, 
and  Legacies  to  the  Society  having  fallen  fo  very 
fhort  of  late  Years,  that  the  Society  hath  run 
very  confiderably  into  Debt,  and  therefore  hath 
been  obliged  to  petition  his  Majefty  for  his  Royal 
Letter  for  a  general  Collection  of  Charity  through¬ 
out  England ,  and  Wales,  for  the  good  Ufes  of  this 
Society.  The  Petition  hath  been  mod  gracioufly 
granted ;  and  his  Majefty’s  Royal  Letter  to  his 
Grace  the  Lord  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  is  as 
follows,

ether  of  his  [aid  Plantations ,  Colonies ,  and  FaBo- 
rks  were  wholly  unprovided  of  a  Maintenance  for 
Minijlers ,  W  the  publick  Worjhip  of  God j  and  for 
Lack  of  Support ,  Maintenance  for  J'uch ,  many 
of  His  loving  SuhjcBs  wanted  the  Adminijlration  of 
God's  Word ,  tfW  Sacraments ,  and  jeemed  abandon¬ 
ed  to  Atheifm ,  tfW  Infidelity ,  tfzzi  cArj  of  them  to 
Popijh  Super JUt ion,  and  Idolatry)  was  gracioufly 
pleafed  to  eredt  the  faid  Corporation  by  Letters 
Patent,  bearing  Date  the  i6thDay  of  June  1701. 
For  the  Receiving ,  Managing ,  tfW  Dijpojing  of  the 
Charity  of  fuel:  of  his  loving  SubjeBs ,  would  be 

induced  to  extend  their  Charity  towards  the  Main¬ 
tenance  of  an  Orthodox  Clergy ,  W  making  Jiich 
other  Provijion ,  might  be  necefiary  for  the  Pro¬ 

pagation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts ; 

That  fince  their  Incorporation  this  Sociery  hath 
fixed,  and  continues  to  maintain  at  a  large  Ex¬ 
pence  a  great  Number  of  Mitfionaries,  Catechiffs, 
and  Schoolmafters  in  many  of  the  Colonies,  Fac¬ 
tories,  and  Plantations  within  our  Dominions  in 
America ; 

That  they  have  difiributed  more,  than  an 
Hundred  Thoufand  Copies  of  the  Bible,  Com¬ 
mon-Prayer,  and  other  religious  Books  5  and  that 
God  hath  fo  blefied  them  with  Succefs  in  their 
Endeavours  ■  to  difeharge  the  Truft  repofed  in 
them  by  their  Charter,  that  not  orily  fome  Thou- 
fands  of  Indians  and  Negroes  have  been  Inftrudted, 
and  Baptized  by  the  Mifiionaries  ;  but  likewife 
by  their  Means,  and  Procurement  many  Churches 
have  been  built  in  feveral  Parts  of  our  Dominions 
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in  America,  where  at  prefent  in  populous  Con¬ 
gregations  the  Word  of  God  is  taught,  and  the 
Sacraments  are  adminiftred  according  to  the  Li¬ 
turgy  of  the  Church  of  England. 

That  the  great  Expences  neceffarily  attending 
thefe  good  Works  have  frequently  very  much  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  Income  of  the  Society,  which  arifeth 
almoft  entirely  from  the  voluntary  Contributions 
of  the  Members,  and  of  others  Our  good  Sub¬ 
jects  ;  and  therefore  the  Society  hath  been  obliged 
at  two  feveral  Times,  viz.  in  the  Years  1 7ir> 
and  1714,  to  make  humble  Applications  to  Her 
Majefty  Queen  Anne;  and  once  in  the  Year 
1718  to  his  late  Majeftv,  Our  Royal  Father,  for 
their  Royal  Letters  for'  a  publick  Collection  of 
Charity  ;  which  were  '  mod  gracioufly  granted, 
and  the  Society  thereby  enabled  to  proceed  in  the 
Prolecution  of  thofe  good  Purpofes,  for  which 
they  were  incorporated. 

That  fmce  the  Year  1718,  the  Society  having 
not  had  the  Benefit  of  any  Supply  by  a  publick 
Collection,  and  having  at  the  preding  Solicitation 
of  the  Colonies  (with  which  they  were  defirous 
to  comply,  even  beyond  their  Abilities,  and  with¬ 
out  which  no  one  Million  hath  been  eftablifhed) 
continued  to  increafe  their  Miffionaries,  Cate- 
chifts,  and  Schoolmafters,  hath  thereby  incurred 
fo  confiderable  a  Debt ;  that  without  Our  Royal 
Aid,  and  Favour  they  will  be  unable  to  main¬ 
tain,  and  continue  the  prefent  Number,  when, 
yet  the  Governors,  and  People  in  the  Plantations 
are  ftill  very  earneftly  prefling  for  more  ;  and  the 
Popifli  EmifTaries  are  very  Vigilant,  and  Active  m 

perverting, 
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perverting,  and  drawing  over  Our  Subjects  to  Po¬ 
pish  Superftition,  and  Idolatry  j 

They  have  therefore  moil  humbly  prayed  Us 
to  grant  them  Our  Royal  Letters,  directed  to  the 
Lord  Arch-Bifhop  of  Canterbury ,  and  the  Lord 
Arch-Bifhop  of  York ,  for  a  general  Collection  of 
Charity  within  their  feveral  Provinces,  for  the 
good  Ufes  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gojpel  in  Foreign  Parts.

care,  that  Publication  be  made  hereof  on  fuch 
Sunday,  and  in  fuch  Places  within  their  relpec- 
tive  Diocefes,  as  the  faid  Bifhops  fhall  appoint ; 
And  that  upon  this  Occafion,  the  Minifters  in 
each  Parifh  do  effectually  excite  their  Parifhioners 
to  a  liberal  Contribution,  whofe  Benevolence  to¬ 
wards  carrying  on  the  faid  charitable  Work,  fhall 
be  collected  the  Week  following,  at  their  refpec- 
tive  Dwellings  by  the  Church  Wardens,  or  Over- 
feers  of  the  Poor  in  each  Parifh  ;  and  the  Mini¬ 
fters  of  the  feveral  Parifhes  are  to  caufe  the  Sums 
fo  collected  to  be  paid  immediately  to  the  Trea- 
furer,  ,or  Treafurers  for  "the  Time  being  of  the 
faid  Society  ;  to  be  accounted  for  by  him,  or 
them  to  the  Society,  and  applied  to  the  carry¬ 
ing 
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ing  on,  and  promoting  the  above-mentioned 
good  Deligns,  And  io  we  bid  you  very  heartily 
Farewell.

Reverend  the  Bifhops,  (to  whom  His  Majefty’s 
Letters  have  been  communicated)  are  preparing 
to  fend  them  to  the  Clergy  of  their  refpeddve  ’ 
Diocefes,  with  recommendatory  Letters  from 
themfelves. 

The  Society  influenced  by  that  Charity ,  which 
hopeth  all  Things ,  would  willingly  believe,  that 
when  the  true  Occafion  of  their  prefent  Necef- 
lities  fhall  thus  properly  be  made  known*  they 
fhall  receive  Approbation,  and  Encouragement, 
mftead  of  Cenfure,  and  Reproof ;  Since  hence  it 
will  appear,  that  nothing,  but  a  moft  tender  Re¬ 
gard  for  the  Welfare  of  Souls,  which  would  not 
permit  the  Society  to  deny  the  preffing  Importu- . 
nities  of  their  Brethren  in  America ,  (who,  being 
become  fenlible  at  length  of  their  deplorable  Ig¬ 
norance  of  their  Duty  towards  God,  and  of  the 
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great  Mifery  of  being  deprived  of  the  inftituted 
Means  of  Inftru&ion,  and  of  Grace,  again,  and 
again  petitioned  them  to  take  pity  on  their  fpi- 
titual  Wants,)  hath  brought  them  into  their  pre- 
fent  Streights.  And  they  chearfully  caji  their  Care 
on  that  good  Providence ,  which  hitherto  moil  won¬ 
derfully  hath  fupported  them  in  the  Propagation 
of  the  Gojpel  in  Foreign  Parts ,  to  touch  the  Hearts, 
and  open  the  Purfes  of  all  good  Chriftians  to  con¬ 
tribute  their  Mites  towards  this  mod  pious  De- 
fign,  that  he  that  hath  much ,  may  give  plente-1* 
oufly  ;  that  he,  that  hath  little ,  may  do  his  Dili¬
